EUROPE’S WAR CLOUDS. 


Effect of Emperor William's Address to the 
Reichstag. 
Special Cableg: am to the Post-Dispatch. 
- ERLIN, November 
A. — The pacific tone 
ot Emperor WI 
jam’s speech in 
opening the Reich- 
stag on Thursday 
has not allayed pub- 
lic feeling regarding 
the dangerous as- 
pect of European af- 
fairs. On such occa- 
sions Emperors ordinarily give a brief and 
colorless survey of the European situation 
from which it is difficult if not impossible to 
extract any definite information, but which is 
read everywhere with interest. When the 
usual reassuring words have been spoken 
men breathe more freely. They say 
to themselves that there will 
probably be another year of 
respite. The German Emperor does not be- 
lieve in the imminence of an outbreak, and 
be ought to know, but they forget the asser- 
tion that there was not a cloud on the political 
horizon which was made a week before the 
declaration of war between France and Ger- 
many, and lose sight of the fact that Emper- 
ors are not accustomed to tell the public all 
they know, Still less all they conjecture aad 
suspect. In diplomatic circles it is suspected 
thatif he were pressed the young Emperor 
would admit that this optimism was a very 
superficial affair, justified mainly by the con- 
nection that it is always well to make the best 
of a bad business. 
TIME TO PAUSE. 

When armies are counted by millions and 
when the means of destruction have reached 
the frightful perfection which they have at 
tained the most reckless pause. The worst of 
it, bowever, is that under existing conditions 
peace is nearly as formidable as war. To 
maintain 12,000,000 soldiers is so appalling a 
burden thateven awar may be welcomed as 
putting an end to an unbearable state of 
things, and definitely establishing an un- 
challengeable superiority on this side or thet. 
Moreover, there are absolute antagorisms of 
vital interest at work and race hatreds wore 
virulent and irreconcilable than ever. In 
reality the European outlook is as dark as can 
be. 

Germans have evidentiy made up their 
minds to be strong at sea as well as on land. 
In the construction of armed ships they bave 
for some years done little or nothing. The 
Government at Berlin appear to have been in- 
fluenced by Admiral Aulle’s theory that iron- 
clads were a mistake and that the really ef- 
fective work inthe wars of the future would 
be done by swift vesseis of a less cumbrous 
type than that now prevailing. 

It is now announced that the German au- 
thorities have decided to revert to the old pol- 
icy and the Imperial Parliament has been 
arked to sanction the construction of eighty 
armored ships of the first class. Germany 
aime at being a naval factor of importance 
not only in the Bultic, but also in the North 
Sea, and this proposal t adopt immediate 
measures for swelling the list of armored bat- 
tle ships will undoubtedly influence the build- 
ing programme of several governments. 

THE EMPEROR'S EXPLANATION. 

Emperor Wiiliam has bardly improved mat- 
ters by his attempts toexplain what he meant 
by his recent surprising speech to the Burgo- 
master of Berlin. It is now officially stated 
that he referred tothe organs of the Freie- 
innige, or Radicaland Ultramontane parties. 
The latter have spoken pretty freely about bis 
visiteto King Humbert andthe Pope, but it 
was chiefly the Radical papers which gave ot 
fense by their allusions to Emperor Frederick, 
whieh Emperor William found painful to his 
feelings asa son. The explanation will ap- 
pearalithe more odd when itis added that 
the allusions were nothing if not extremely 
laudatory, and things have come toa strange 
pass if the Emperor regards all that is said in 
praise of his late father asa refiection upon 
bimselt. It is not yet clear why the complaint 
was made to the Burgomaster and his col- 
leagues, except that the Berlin municipal 
authorities are known to be Liberals. But 
they have no more to do with the Liberal press 
of Berlin than the Mavor and the Board of 
Aldermen have to do with St. Louis papers.

She was 
not asked to come that evening. The Duchess 
did not appear at dinner, nor o far as can be 
learned did she see Lady Colin again during 
the visit. 

THE DOWAGER DUCHESS. 

Somehow the Dowager Duchess, who is very 
fond of her new daughter, got to hear of 
Lady Oampbeli’s visit, and in less than 
forty-eight hours she had her daughter, Lady 
Carson, with ber husband on the way to 
Bienbeim. The Dowager Duchess followed 
soon after, but Lady Colin left Bienbeim a few 
bours before she arrived.

In the frost tableau will be shown the court 
of King Gunther at Worms. The King ts sur- 
rounded by his tnmediate attendants and 
friends, together with his mother, Gutha, bis 
sister, Criemhilde, and Hagan, the warrior 
uncle of the King. Gunther is 
listening to the singing of the court minstrel, 
Horane, who is telling the story of Siegfried 

The second tableau represents Sieufried in 
company with the biackemith, Mirne. The 
-hero is welding a sword, bat so prodigious is 
his strenth that ln bringing down the blade 
the anvil is shattered in a thousand pieces. 

In the third tableau is depicted the combat 
of Siexfried with the Lintwarn, the dracon 
that guarded the treasure of the Niebelung. 

In tableau four Siegfried is seen awakening 
Brunhilide, the handmaiden of the god, Vo- 
dan, and who, as one of the Walkvyries, has 
been doomed to slumber on the summit of 
Mount Hinderberg until a hero bas sur- 
mounted ali dificalties and rescued her. 

Tableau five shows Brunhilde bidding Sies 
fri-d depart, after he has gained for her ber 
Kingdom of Helizoland. Sue desires him to 
estabiish the proot of his noble birth. 

The court of Kiog Gunther at Worms is in 
tableau six again shown. In this scene ail the 
regal splendor of the monarch’'s surroundings 
is: depicted. Siegfried is here,and for the 
purpose of wresting the kingdom from its sov- 
ereign, but he sees Criembiide, Gunther's sis- 
ter, and straightway falls in love. The tableau 
represents the lovers gazing on one anotber 
when they first meet. 

In the seventh tabieau of the series is shown 
the doubie wedding of Siegt: ied and Criem- 
nilde and Gunther and Branbiide. How this 
is brought about is known to those woo are 
familiar witb the story. 

The scene at the church In Worms is graphi- 
cally Hustrated in tableaueicht. There isa 
quariei as to precedence between Criembilde 
and iicunhiide, andthe former triumpus d 
showing thr latter the mazic beit and ring whieh 
the strength of Siegfried has wrested from 
Brunhilde. 

In tableau nine is shown the treachery of 


the warrior Hagan, who is seen io 
the act of wounding Siegfried in the 
back with a spear, while the war 


rior is drinking at a spring. Siegfried, hay- 
ing bathed in the dragon's blood. bas but one 
vulnerable spot, and thie Hagan has dis- 
covered through treachery. 

In tableau ten and last is given the death 
bed of Siegfried, with Criemhilde pointing an 
accusing finger at Hagan. 

This in a very brief way is an imperfect 
outline of what has been told so beautifully in 
verse, and which will de retoid through the 
medium of these tableaux at the Liederkranz.

THE FOOT-BALL TEAMS OF THE TWO COL- 
LEGES STRUGGLE FOR SUPREMACY. 


Yellow and Black Succumb to the Fise— 

15,000 Peopie Crowd the Polo Grounds— 

' Brawed Heads, Split Lips and Swelled 

‘Noses—-A strong Fight Leaves Yale

HE town ta owned by 
Yaleto-night. The hila- 
rious representatives of 
the blue swarmed into 
the hotels and places of 
amusement by the hun- 
dreds, and had things 
all their own way. They 
were blue in everything 
but their feelings. In 
this respect they were 
all the colors of the rain- 
bow. They plastered a

Seizure of Property for Wages. 


By Telegraph tothe PostT-DIsraTcn. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Nobember #.—The finding 
banded down by Judge Mitenell in the Su- 
preme Court, declaring all the important pro- 
visions of the Socialist, Tom Lucas me- 
chanic’s lien bill to be unconstitational, will 


have an important bearing on one of the Con- 
stitutional amendments adopted by popular 
vote at the recent election. 

Section 2, of the Lucas Dill, which ie de- 
clared unconstitutional provides that ‘‘no 
property whatever, shall be exempt from 
seizure for wages due to laborers.’’ 

The amendment adopted reads; Provided. 
however, that all property so exempted sball 
be Hable to seizure and sale for any debts 
incurred to any person, for work done or 
matertals furnished in the construction, re- 
pair or improvement of the same. 40 9 
provided further, that such ilability to 
seizure and sale shall also extend to all ren 
property fur any debt incurred to any laborer 
or servant for labor or service performed. 

It is the opinion of leading lawyers that the 
finding of the Supreme Court in this one in- 
stance will notapply in the other, but that 
the operation of the amendment will be 
greatiy prejudiced by the findinu, and the 
amendment itself will be taken into 
the courts sooner or later. Mr. La- 
cas is preparing an ejaborate opinion 
which is desi:ned to show that the Supreme 
Court was away off in making the recent de. 
cision, and he did not are to be interviewed 
until his op nion war completed. In his re- 
view of the Supreme Cvurt sylinbos he 
wiiiteake up each section specifically, and in 
each instance off-r a refutation.

There is a probability that regular cer-

Such a situation would be fraught with 
most interesting, not to say sensational, 
possibilities.

If 
he votes from honorable motives for a 
Democratic organization of the House, 
the Democrats will not thank him for 
rendering them a service of questionable 
value to them, while the Republicans will 
regard him as a fool too bigoted to serve 
his country even when offered wealth and 
power for doing so. If he votes for a Re- 
publican organization from a sense of 
duty and without pay, the suspicion of 
bribery will nevertheless hang over his 
name forever and even the great mass of 
Republicans would thereafter regard 
proofs of his innocence as proofs of his 
idiocy, not of his virtue.

The Postal Appropriation.

— The 
estimates for the appropriation for the Postal 
Service for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1890, have been submitted by the Postmaster- 


General to the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The total amount aggregates $66,812,078 as 
against $60,860,233. which is the 11 
for the pre ent fiscal year. This increase 
of $5,9%1.8R is due mainly to the 
additional amount asked for the transporta- 
tion by railroads of $2,105,000; the free deliv- 
ery service, $1,000,000; the compensation for 
the Presidential postmasters, amounting. to 
$800,000, and for the clerks In Presidential 
posto , $600,000; transportation by star 
routes, $250,000, etc. Ther- is a decrease in only 
two items, namely mail bags and mall bag 
catchers, $60,000; locks and keys, $10,000. 
These additional amounts are asked for to 
meet what isexpected wilibe the probable 
rowth and extension of the postal service. 
t lo estimated that the revenues for the next 
year willsh>w an increase over the present 
year of $9,813,482, and an increase over the es- 
timates r the present year of $4,944,424.

FROM PORT-AU-PRINCE. . 


Capt. Ramsey Tells the Story of His Cruise 
and Experience With the Hayties OM@er- 
als but Is Reticent Concerning the Sate 
ef Affairs on the Island—The Haytien 
Republic Not Released.

BE United States steel 
“*  e¢rulser Boston has just 
returned from Port Au 
Prince, Hayti, baving 
lost four of her crew 
by yellow fever, while 
three others, among 
them the senior med- 
ical officer of the war- 
ship, are still suffering 
from tnat disease, with 
a probability that the 
— — officer will not live to 
see this morning’s sun. The names of those 
who died are: John J. Kelly, naval appren- 
tice, died November W; John Kitsel, private 
marine, died November 22; E. J. Trapp, naval 
apprentice, died November 20; John Uzelman, 
Private Marine, died November 21. The sick 
are: Charles Mitchell, ordinary seaman; Sar- 
geon W. J. Simon, United States navy, not ex- 
pected to live; Frank Thomas, seaman. 
As soon as the Boston had anchored 
to-day, she hoisted a yellow quaran- 
tine flag on der foreroyal truck, 
and was boarded by Health-Officer 
Smith, who made a careful examination ofthe 
yellow fever patients on board. Later in the 
afternoon J. C. Lord of the firm of Lord & 
Austin, agents of the steamship Haytien Repub- 
lic,chartered an ocean tug and started down 
the bay with a yiew of boarding the Boston. 
The steel cruiser was found at anchor off 
quarantine. Capt. Ramsey, together with a 
number of his officers were standing on the 
quarter deck. The captain said he could not 
permit anybody to come on board. He said 
the first case of yellow fever broke 
out on board hisship soon after leaving Hayti. 
He brings a long official report of the Haytien 
troubles and the seizure of the American ves- 
sels.

THE BOSTON’S CRUISE. 
The Boston sailed from the Brooklyn navy 
yard October 2, and proceeded on a reg- 
ular winter’s cruise in the West Indies, 
this being the cruiser’s first trip 
at sea since she was launched at John Roach’s 
shipyard in Chester, Pa., over two years ago. 
While on this oruise the revolution in Hayti 
broke out, and the news of the seizure 
by the Haytien gunboat Dessalines of 
the American steamship Haytien Republic 
had been received at the State Department in 
Washington. Upon bis arrival in Port Royal, 
Jamaica, Capt. Ramsey received official in- 
structions from Secretary Whitney to proceed 
to Port-Au-Prince and investigate the seizure 
and afford all possible protection to 
American lives and property. Capt. 
Ramsey said the Haytiens received 


10,000 arms, while the Boston was there, and 
well supplied with munitions of war. He 
was, however, very reticent when asked 
about the strength of the Haytien army and 
would not say anything about the state 
of affairs in ayti. He said that 
the Haytien Republic was condemned by a 
80-cailed prize court, which met on the 22d of 
last month and was in session for over a week. 
Neither the owner of the vessel nor the United 
States Consul at Hayti were  repre- 
sented] Mr. Metzgar, the steamer’s 
agent in Port-au-Prince was notified by Gen. 
Legitime a few hours before the court con- 
vened, but a request that the court be post- 
poned for a few days to enable him to consult 
with the commander of the seized steamship 
was denied. 
The Court condemned the steamship upon 
two grounds: First, that the vessel Rad 
been found by a Haytien ship of war within 
the harbor of a blockaded port; and second, 
because she had been engaged in iUlegal bus- 
iness proceedings while transporting troope as 
passengers between ports which had n 
duly deciared as blockaded against the com- 
merce of the world. 
ONE VES&6EL RELEASED. 

The arrival of the Boston caused no littie 
excitement among the Haytian officiais and 
after Capt. Ramsey bad examined the case of 
the schooner William

demanded the release of both vesseis.. The 
Haytien officials, knowing thatthe seizure of 
the Boston schooner was an illegal proceed- 
ing, not only released the William Jones, but 
also paid her captain the sum of $10,000 for 
damages and permitted him to land all his 
* free of duty. 

ith the Haytien Republic however, it was 
a different matter. The Haytian ofiicials, be- 
eving that they had s clear case against 
the steamship,’ declined to reiease 
her, preferring to have the mat- 
ter setttied by arbitration between the 
two overn ments. Capt. Ramsey was 
furnished acopy of the proceedings of the 
rize court, a statement made by Minister 
hompson, which, together with bis own 
oficial report, were forwarded to-day to 
Washington upon the arrival of the 
quarantine. ‘‘The Haytien prize court, 
which was composed only of Haytien citi- 
zens,’’ said Capt. Ramsay, had condemned 
the Haytien Republic, but she was still flying 
the American colors from her flag-staff when 
we sailed. The Haytiens had removed th 
man-hole plates from the boilers to preven 
the vessel from putting to sea. The com- 
mander of the Dessalines had ordered Capt. 
Compton and his crew to leave the steamer, so 
as to make everything doubly sure.’’

A SLICK SCHEME, THE GRIM REAPER. 


How Shrewd Swindlers Have Fiececed New 
York Ladies.

New Tonk. November &.—The gold brick 
swindle and the bunco game has been eclipsed 
and rendered obsolete dy a i brand 
new scheme which a glib-tongued English- 
man has been quietly working here during 


the past nine months. Its ingenuity is enough 
to make Hungry Joe, Kid Miller and the rest 
ofthe American confidence men turn green 
with envy. They will have to work hard if 
they are retain their old-time repu- 
tation for clever swindling in competi- 
tion with this importation from reat 
Britain, who works on the principle of 
quick sales and small profits, and whose 
victims never squeal or draw revolvers. The 
victims ofthe new fraud are in nearly all 
cases women in moderate or easy circum. 
stances, to whom the lossotthe money in- 
volved is a matter of comparative fndifference 
and who generally conceal the fact from 
their male friends and relatives for fear of 
being laughed at. This fact their defrauder 
relies upon to screen him from publicity. 
The whole scheme is based upon the feminine 
thirst for ‘‘bargains’’ and the comping bait 
held out in this way, is generally sufficient to 
lure the victim on to planking down her 
money forthe illuswe promise of a piece of 
paper or a few yards of worthless trash, 
which is reluctantly sold at a great sacrifice. 
The baiting of the trap is accomplished by 
an elaborate aad striking circular 
which is neatly folded in a plain 
envelope and addressed to some married 
woman whose house gives some outward evi- 
dence of the use of large quantities of linen, 
carpets, curtains and other articles of dry 


goods. 

The circular is printed on a large double 
sheet of heavy paper. One side 
of this is divided into six large 
squares by heavy black lines, and 
in each one of these is glued a small 3 
of muslin, flannel, cretonne or lace of high 
quality and superior make. This is alone 
enough to attract instant attention and save 
the ciroular from the swift dismissal 
which the thrifty housewife usually 
bestows upon the innumerable 
leaflets that are delivered at her door. But 
above each sample of expensive dry goods 
some words are printed, and the feminine 
love of a bargain is — aroused when the 
intended victim discovers that these goods are 
to be sold at ridiculously low figures, usually 
about one-fourth to one-tenth of the market 


rate. 

A ciroular of this kind which yesterday fell 
into the bands of the Post-DISPATCH corres- 
pondent gives a sample of cretonne goods that 
are usually sold at about 20 cents per yard 
which in this case will be d of at ö 
cents ver yard. Muslin, the market price 
of which is 0 cents per yard, 
is advertised to be sold at one-fifth of that 
price, and flannel? at a quarter of its real 
value. The other side of this interesting cir 
cular explainsthe remarkable circumstances 
which enable these goods to be practically 
thrown away for a song. Any suspicions, 
which the intended victim may bave enter- 
tained up to this point, are at once al- 
layed when she reads the words ‘‘salvage’’ 
repeated three times in large type over the in- 
cline of an ocean steamer, which, though 
defining nothing in the feminine mind is yet 
technical, mercantile and suggestive of large 
operations and sacrifices The swindler then 
says something mysterious about the Custom- 
house and saving the duties, ete. He disniays 
all sorts ofthe very finest quality of dress 
goods, gloves, etc., and takes a deposit to 
insure the bargain. The of the victims 
has been such in each case that they have im- 
mediately advanced the de it, and in most 
cases paid down the whole fizure, so eager 
were they to make sure of the fabulous 
bargain. he swindlers have organized well, 
and have their 5 manifests, the 
printed letter-heads and foreign wrappings 
executed in admirable style. They are sure 
to turn up soon with the same scheme in some 
other city, and the police here beileve that 
expert professionals are behind the swindler.

Subsisting Entirely on Soft Clay Dug From 
the River Banks When Game ls Scarce— 
A Paice, Cadavereus People of Strange 
Habits and Dense Ignorance in the Wilds 


of the Mountains.

by the waters of the Obo River, are exceed- 
ingly rough and mountainous. They are sur- 
rounded, subdivided and separated by the 
Blue Ridge, the great Smoky, the Rich and 
Beech Mountains. These mountains are cov- 
ered with a dense growth of pine, oak, chest- 
nut and the finest timber in America. The 
country, owing to its inaccessibility and 
mountainous character, e sparsely settied 
along the narrow streams and defiles which 
debouche from the precipitous mountelas. 
Here live the ‘‘clay-eaters.’’ 

Very few people in the Middle, Northern or 


Western States have ever seen one of this | 


class of degraded humanity. Perbaps there 
is not one out ot a thousand persons who, 
without the most conclusive evidence could 
be brought to believe that it was even pvesi- 
ble for a human being to exist upon clay or 
earth.

The attending 
physicians say that there are some bopes of 
his recovery. The policeman’s bair and eye- 
brows were burned, and he also suffered from 
inbaiing the smoke and bot air. He recov- 
ered, however, soon after reaching the open 
air, and was taken home. The firemen were 
also having an exciting time while the police- 
man was rescuing the boy. Marshal Campion 
arrived on the scene as soon as did the first 
engine, and upon being informed tbat 
there was an old couple sleeping 
on the top floor, he dasbed up 
the burning stairway. Heaching the top 


he called from the window to his wen to raise 
the ladders. The fireisen were prompt in 
obeying orders, but Campion did not reappear 
atthe window.

He leaned 
trough the window, and, after running 
blindly around the room through the flames 
and smoke, stumbled over the form of his 
chief. The Marshal had in his arms the un- 
conscious form of the old Bohemian woman, 
and had been waking his way to the 
open window when he was overcome with 
smoke. Doyie, by a supreme effort, dragged 
the two unconscious people to the window, 
and the other firemen succeeded in landing 
them safely inthe street. The name of the 
old lady was Mrs. Lampe. Mr. Lampe had es- 
caped to the second floor, where he was res- 
cued by Sergeant Enright. They will recover. 
Campion was able to drive tothe engine house 
Halt an hour after he was brought into the 
open air.

A GRAVE-ROBBEE CONVICTED. 


Goucher’s Desperate Defense Avas 
Mim Not.

mains were buried In the Barryville Cemetery. 
he next morning it was noticed 
the grave had been tampered with. 
Near it were found pieces of the coffin box. 
About two feet down was found a halter-strap, 
a dark lantern andasaw. The coffin box and 
coffin had been smashed in with a crowbar 
anu the haiter-strap fastened about the neck 
of Branch’s corpse. Near the grave a daily 
paper was found addressed to Dr, Winn, who 
occupied the office with Dr. Goucher. Early 
the next month, back of the church and near 
the cemetery, a pair of gioves were found and 
some pieces of a tubular lantern. Those 
who examined the grave were convinced 
it had caved in on the grave robbers, and they 
were either frightened away or it had become 
too light for further proceedings. The dark- 
lantern was identified asthe property of Dr. 
Goucher. The haiter-strap was identified by 
a Nashville harnessmakeras one he made 
and sold to Dr. Goucher. The saw was found 
to be one that had beenin the office of Dr. 
Goucher. and the gloves were also identified 
ashis. in Goucher’s barn was found a tubu- 
lar lantern with a broken globe. The 
pieces of lantern globe found back of 
the church corresporded exactly with those 
broken from thisiantern. Suspicion pointed 
so strongly to Goucher as the grave robber 
that he was arrested on January 30. At his 
first examination several witnesses swore that 
he was at Horatio Warner’s in North Castie- 
ton all night the night of January 11. Proofs 
of this alibi seemed quite conclusive, but fur- 
ther search was made by the officers, who 
found that Goucher was at Warner’s January 
18, instead of the lith. In August last Goucher 
stated that he had positive proof that the 
would-be grave-robbers were Dr. Winn and 
a Nashville cigarmaker named Slosson. At 
the examination of Winn und Slosson 
Goucher, his father and Arnold Debolt, a 
Nashville blacksmit , alleged that they over- 
heard Winn and Slosson discuss the detalis of 
the crime and their connection with it in 
Winn 4 Goucher’s office. Goucher said that 
they had admitted their guilt to him and 
acknowledged using bis horse, overcoat, saw, 
lantern and gloves. Winn and Slosson were 
bound over to the Circuit Court, 
but there was no doubt in the 
minds of the officers that neither 
of these men bad anything to do with the rob- 
bery, and the case against them will be dis- 
missed. Goucher’s trial began November 14 
and lasted tillto-day. Ninety-elght witnesses 
were sworn; fifty-three for the people. The, 
attempted ‘alibi was completely negatived by 
the prosecution. The testimony of the three 
witnesses who tried to fasten the erime on 
Winn and Slosson was so full of absurdities 
that the jury did not consider it. The verdict 
of guilty by the jury meets with cordiai ap- 
proval, though Goucher was a popular man. 
Great interest was excited by the case, be- 
cause of his desperate eflorts to fasten the 
crime on other persons. 


HE SHOT A WOMAN. 


Nik Huber Tries to Kili and Narrowly Es- 
capes Lyaching. 


Nikolas Huber, a big, powerful man, last 
night at 9:45 o’clock shot Mrs. Frances Eber- 
bardt, an unprotected woman, in front of No. 
782 South Fourth street. Huber works in a 
dairy and Mrs. Eberhard’s husband drives a 
beer wagon. According to the story of Mrs. 
Kate Felchen, an eye-witness, who resides on 
the second floor of the house in front of which 


it occurred, she and the Eberhardt woman 
started out after beer and met Huber coming 
along. He exclaimed: ‘‘Now I have you, and 
immediately commenced fring. He emptied 
the five chambers of his revolver ather. Only 
one of the shots took effect, and that in the 
woman's left thigh: It fractured the bone, 
but Dr. Lebrecht, who was summoned, pro- 
nounced the injury not dangerous. re. 
Eberhardt was removed to her home, No. 1107 
South Second street. 
After doing the shooting Huber ran away. 
Officer Viehle, after pursuing him for a 
couple of blocks, captured him at the alley on 
Cedar between Third and Fourth streets. He 
was locked up in the Chestnut street station. 
Huber was drunk and stated that he bad been 
known tothe woman. It was not his inten- 
tion to kill her, he said, he merely wanted to 
injure her, After her he 
was going to f and 
end all his troubles, bis excite- 
ment he forgot all about his original 
plans so far as taking his own life is con- 
cerned. When arrested a crowd of several 
hundred indignant citizens gathered around 
him and made threats of lynching, but Officer 
Viehle avoided all trouble of that kind b 
romptiy summoning the patrol wagon an 
aving the man taken to the station. 

Huber had evidentiy intended to commit 
suicide by hanging, as tLe following letter 
found on him will show: 
The cause of this act you will find in my 
trunk, which isin charge of Xavier Wigert, 
128 Russell avenue, and also money amounting 
to o, and further, my wages comin 
to me from 3 at ‘ 
e month. I request Christ Riess or 
Jacob Genke to attend to my wishes.The rope 
ee can giveto Mrs. Eberhardt so she can 

ang herself. She, anyhow, will be ashamed 
to live any longer. But she now bas no more 
shame, the poison-mixer and child- murderer, 
She is the cause of this act.

In the House there will be forty-six farmers, 
thirty-eight lawyers, ten physicians, ten mer- 
chants, eight teachers, three ministers, six 
manufacturers, two agents, three printers, 
three stockmen, two druggists, two book- 
keepers, one conductor, one law student, one 
miller, one manager telegraph company, one 
hotel proprietor, two carpenters and 
hullders. One of the farmers is also a 


banker and onea preacher, two of the teach. 
ers are also farmers and two are editors, two 
of the farmers are also lawyers and one a 
merchant. The miller is alsoa farmer, and 
one ot the druggists and one of the book 
keepers are alsofarmers. One of the lawyers 
is also an editor. On joint ballot the lawyers 
outvote the farmers ten votes. The most de- 
cided change inthe next Legislature will be 
that.of the St. Louis delegation.

If Miss Julia Mariowe makes the Mary An- 
derson mistake of trying to do the armed and 
full-orbed Minerva business at her 
birth, without having Miss Anderson’s Jupi- 
ter, she will end by discovering that 
Minerva may bea moth. I don’t think,’ how- 
ever, thatshe will make that mistake unless 
she is influenced by her counsel! instead of her 
conscience. This thought brings me up 
against a distinguished eulogist of hers whose 
brilliant utterances in her favor have deen 
printed lu the Post-DIsPATCH. Col. Robt. G. 
Ingersoll, who divides his spare moments be- 
tween the tasks of evulogizing, acting and ex- 
terminating religion, appears to be determ- 
ined to kill Miss Mariowe with much christen- 
ing. It’s a very unfair process and 
you will pardon me I am sure if 
I take exception in her behalf to his 
speech, seeing that it was made in my bau- 
wick. One after another Ihave seen my ideals 
shattered and destroyed by this illustrious 
man. Moses, Talmage, Dr. Field, Gladstone, 
Judge Gresham, have fallen beneath his 
truncheon, aud and now that he nas wreathed 
it with passion flowers, I suppose I must 
submit to seeit fall upon Marlowe. 

It is really too bad. One doesn’t thrash 
daisies with such a fail. 

Besides, you cannot attack art with the 
same club that had so successfully abolished 
religion. 

The same eulogies that have been given to 
the Isis worship of the nigritiant do not dt 
Miss Marlowe. 

The falerian that is fit for the gods so long as 
it is in a Pompelan goblet, becomes siop if 
you pour it on the damask cloth, Criticism 
loses its tang as well as ite truth if it is ad- 
dressed to a petty jury. These sprouts of 
dramatic talent should not have a cart load of 
fertilizers dumped upon them the moment 
they begin to spread their tendrils to 
the sun. And the moment a rhapsodist 
begins to pour out his rainbow tints ona 
young actress he reminds youof a mother 
who bas a maimed child—she insists that 
it is the sweetest and most precious child in 
the world. Mariowe is not maimed and she 
doesn’t need coddling. Above all else she is 
not that synthesis which represents all the 
spiritand genius of Greek art. Hers is not 
Greet art at all. There is no Greek art now 
adays. 

The modern art regards beauty from 
a spiritual not from a corporeal 
point of view. Our best ideals 
are not Amazons and Venuses, and Miss Mar- 
lowe’s Parthenia owes all ite tenderness, all 
ts grace, all its significance to the refined 
embodiment of the modern idea of woman- 
hood, not to the pagan renaissance. She 
promises to become an exponent of what is 
best in the stage art ot ourtime if she is not 
spolled by Col. Ingersoll and others, who 
would have her believe that art, inspiration, 
beauty and genius waited for her to arrive and 
then abdicated in her favor. 

It is a great shame that every time the 
American stuge is brought to bed with a likely 
infant, we've got to have the Seventh Regi- 
ment Band and ask somebody to take the 
stump. 

The occasion calls for doctors and trained 
nurses and Mrs. Winslow’s soothing syrup, 
not for torchlight processions. I think my 
genial friend is too genial. Miss Marlowe is 
not a plumed knight. The practical efflores- 
cence that buries a Gladstone or bedizens a 
Blaine will asphyxiate a tender littie dramatic 
infant of this kind. And there is some- 
thing cruel in fastening such a tail of 
rhetoric to the girl who has got to make her 
toilsome way along the stormy path of the 
stage. Imagine, cries the genial ——, 
Imagine a Greek girl who unconsciously 
imitates all the great statues, and who has the 
pose of Greek art in the highest form. Imag- 


ine more—that this girl has within ber the 
spirit, the geulus that chiselled those statues, 
and then imagine that she has been idealized 
by love and you have an idea of Miss Mar- 
owe.’ 

Let us beg of you not to dothis. For heav- 
en’ssake get an accordeon if you will and 
stand under Miss Mariowe’s window and call 
with tearful eyes upon the silver moon to roll 
on, but don't do this, for the girl who uncon- 
sciously imitates anything will never be a 
great actress, and if she confines her imita- 
tions to Greek statues she may get a dollar an 
hour at the life school, bit she will never get 
an engagement in a first-class company. 

Iask you, moreover, not to impute to Miss 
Marlowe the genins, the spirit or the purpose 
that chiselled the Greek statues. Go 
back and read your Weinklemann. He 
probably knew more about Greek art than 
anybody who lived after it, and let him re- 
mind you afresh that the Greek had no con- 
ception of the aistinctively feminine virtues. 
He worshipped endurance , fortitude, strength, 
passion and power. His ideal work oftener 
are amazon than anything else. Charity, 
meekness, fidelity, loving kindness, forgive- 
ness, humility, were setup as feminine vir- 
tues sometime after the Greek era and have 
obtuined ever since. 

Ihavea great admiration for this genial 
critic. Ithink lL bave shown it on several oc- 
casions; but really Ioan imazine aman who 
says this being capable of saying almost any- 
thing when he gets out of religion into art. 1 
can almost believe thatin an unguarded mo- 
ment be would march to restore the ‘‘cow 
worship’’ of the ancient Egyptians; that he 
would call Wagner’s music the music of the

OIL COMPANIES AT DEATH GBIPS. 


A New Rival to an Old Corporation—The Ou 
Business, How and by Whom It is Con- 
duc:ied—Tricks of the Trade—A System of 
Boycott—Fig hting for Life. 


OR several years past 
the citizens of St. Louis 
have been the subjects, 
for the most part un- 
conscious, of a strong 
monopoly in illaminat- 


Co., which become 
notorious throughout the length and 
breadth of the land, bas enjoyed a tree field, 
with only such favor as it chose to accord, 
and its St. Louis representative, the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co., has been sufficiently power- 
ful to frighten from the field all competitors. 
Recently however, a rival has sprung up, and 
at the present time there is a flerce although 
quiet conflict veing urged between two 
claimants for the St. Louis field, the one 
striving for complete mastery, and the 
other fighting for existence. 

A NEW OIL COMPANY. 

About three months ayo an agent of the In- 
ternational Oil Co., made his appearance in 
the city, and at once secured a lease ona 
lot 160 feet in frontuge on Poplar street 
between Eighteenth and Nineteenth streets. 
Upon this a long, low building was erected, 
facilities for switching from the rallroads were 
secured, and when everything was réady an 
announcement was made to the wholesale and 
large retail dealers in oll that there wasa 
Richmond in the field, and that the 
International Oil Co. would be glad to 


made, but the new company, which was re- 
resented by H. C. Grunner, formerly of 
Titusville, Pu., gave notice that it would sell 
oll r as any firm doing business in 
the city. number of tank wadcons were se- 
cured, and preparations made for commenc- 
ing business on aw extensive scale. 
The International Oil Co., according to the 
report furnished by K. G. Dun’s Commercial 
Agency, is not a corpoiation, as its name 
would indicate, butisthe sole ahs igh Og J. 
P. Thomas, a resigent.of Titusville +, at 
which place heh been engaxued in the oil 
business for the last six years The capital 
stock is placed at $100,000, and the credit of 
the concern ie classed as of the best. The 
wurebouses were finished, and business oom 
menced on October 22 of this year. 


STANDARD OIL RIVALRY. 

According to the account of Mr. Gunner the 
Standard Oil Co., under the mask of the 
Waters- Pierce Oil Co., has pursued him with 
great energy ever since the establishment of 
hie agency, which is the first Western 
axency of the International Ou Co., and 
has endeavored to drive him out 
of the business. ‘‘An offer was made tome 
that it would bean object to me to leave the 
city with my business,’’ said Mr. Gunner, 
but 1 declined to listen to any proposals 
having this end in view, I — tu make 
the St. Louls agency a neuclus for others 
throughout the West and Northwest. This 
otfer was not made by an 0official of 
the Waters-Pierce Co., but I have no 
doubt that if I d announced that 
I would enter into negotiations that 
my rivais would have met me at least half 
way. My refusal stopped all this, and now it 
seems us if we would have to enter into a 
fierce contest. For this we were not entirely 
unprepared, knowing the methods of the 
Standard Oil Co. For a long time 1 have 
nown that there were a number of spies 
hanging about my building, and that my 
customers, especially those among the 
wholesale and large retail grocers, 
were spotted as soon as they made contracts 
with me, and given to understand that uniess 
they ceased patronizing the International Oli 
Uo. it would be the worse for them when it 
went out of business, which must necessarily 
ocour at an early date. This proved effective 
in some instances, but in others we have re- 
tained our customers, although, of course, to 
a greater or less eXent sub rosa,

When the com- 
mittee returned Chairman MoGarry called 
uvon John B. Dempsey to address the meet 
ing. Mr. Dempsey spoke about as follows: 
The St. Louis Republic in every issue has 
taken occasion to denounce the men who 
voted against the Democratic party as slum 
bosses and Anarchists, It has persistently 
pursued this contemptible and lying course. 
Now, we admit the right of the Republic to 
fairly criticise, but we do notthink it has the 
veht to malign honest and reputable 
citizens, simply because having de- 
come tired of bossism and  Butler- 
ism they voted against the Democratic 
party. They voted honestly and conscien 
tiously, and if they did not vote as the Republic 
wished we cannot heipthat.

RAILWAY DEAL 


President Holmes of the South Side Cable 
Koad Negotiating With President Julius 
8. Walsh for the Purchase of the Citizens’, 
Cass Avenue, Northern Central and 
Union Lines—An Important Trip. 


By Telegravh to the Post-DisPaTca, 

CuicaGo, November 2%.—A syndicate of 
Chicago moneyed men, headed by 0. B. 
Holmes of the south side Oable Oo., 
have been purchasing street railroad systems 
in different cities in the United States, and no 
surprise was manifested here when the com- 
bine was reported to have turned its 


attention to St? Lonis. The syndi- 
cate, it its understood, is endeavor- 
ing to obtain control of the four 


principal street railway lines of 8t. Louis and 
wiille nsolidaie them under one management. 
If the deal is arraaged about $3,000,000 of Chi- 
cago capital will be required to consummate 
the purchase. The lines said co be involved 
are the Citizens’, the Union, Northern Central 
and Cass avenue lines. 

President Holmes did not deny that the Chi- 
cago syndicate had the purchase of the St. 
Louis roads under consideration. ‘‘lam not 
yet prepared to say what we contemplate do- 
ing in St. Louis, he said. ‘‘When the pro- 
ject is sufficiently under way the pubiie will 
be informed. 

For several months the combine, headed by 
Mr. Holmes, bas been purchasing street rall- 
ways all over the country. The fret intima- 
tions of their intentions was given when the 
transfer was made to Mr. Holmes and his Chi- 
cago backers of several roads in Indianapolis. 


They also obtained control of lines in Keokuk, 
lo., and Los Angeles, Cal., and made offers 
~ “4 the stock of a cable road in San Fran- 
cisco. 

Mr. Nat Frank, the newly-elected St. Louls 
Congressman, is here, presumably on basi- 
ness connected with the deal. e refuses, 
however, to discuss it further than to say that 
he is acquainted with all of the gentiemen 
whose names have been mentioned in the 
matter. 


The Terms of the Deal. 


The terms of the option on a controlling in- 
terest in the roads mentioned, as originally 
publisbed in che Posr-DisPpaTca, are as fol- 
lows: The Citizens’, including the Northern 


Central, at $70ashare;the mainline at $20 a 
— aud the Case Avenue Line at 80 a 
share. 

A statement of the financial condition of the 
different companies was obtained frum 
Mr. James Campbell yesterday afternoon. 
The Cit.zens’ or Franklin Avenue line has an 
authorized capital stock of $1,600,0000n which 
$1,000,000 worth of stock bas been issued and 
3500, 000 worth of stock is held in the treasury 
ot the company. In addition to this half a 
million of its own stock, the company’s assets 
are as follows: $200,000 worth of the stock of 
the Northern Central; $40,000 of the 
bonds and stocks of the Jefferson 
avenue road and $200,000 held out of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale «of the last issue of bonds 
with which to redeem $200,000 worth of the 
original issue of bonds, which are now due, 
and are being paid by Mr. Campbell. Against 
these assets the — has outstanding 
$1,500,000 worth of bonds, bearing 6 per cent 
interest and running twenty years from July, 
1886. The road's tranchise has thirty years 
yet to run. It is generally regarded as a good 
paying line, but the expenses of the new cuble 
have been very heavy aud its earnings this 
year will depend largely upon the success or 
failure of their cable machinery. 

The Cass Avenue Line is capitalized for $300, - 
000. It has outstanding bonds tothe amount 
of $200,000, bearing 6 per cent, and due in five 
and fifteen years. The road earns on an aver- 
age of $40,000 perannum, and iis franchise has 
eighteen years to run. The stock is consid- 
ered agood purchase at its par value of $50 a 
share, 

THE UNION LINE 
has acapital stock of $600,000,a bonded in- 
debtedness of £200,000, beuring 6 per cent in- 
terest and falling due in 1892. The road bas 
never declared a dividend. The franchise 
runs for twenty years longer. 

James Campbell, who acts as Julius 8. 
Waish’s broker and is part owner with him in 
the Cass Avenue and Union roads, and conse- 
quently is believed to have an active interest 
in the deal, could not be found last night, al- 
though be was at his office during the day. 
At lis residence it was «ascertained that Mr. 
Campbell had leftthe city on a business trip 
wanes would extend over a period of tour 

ays. 

Mr. Campbell’s absence from the city, to- 
gether with the agitation of the transaction in 
Chicago, would seem to indicate that the mys- 
terious syndicate with whom Mr. Waish is ne- 
gotiating are located in that city, and that the 
deal will shortly be consummated.

LITTLE STIRRING SPORT. 


Two Cock-Pits Which Were in Full Blast 
Last Night and the Contests Which Took 
Place—A Good Crowd Witness the Sport— 
A Number of Spirited Parlier Fights— 
Limited Betting. 


N every Saturday night

pits are conveniently 
located and they are 
frequented as a general 
rule by those who own 
game chickens, or those 
who desire to win or 
ose a few dollars on 
etting.

= sport, the chicken fight- 
ers go right ahend and cocks are killed with a 
weekly regularity that is astonishing. 

A reporter for the Posr- Disraroꝝ started 
out last night to see a few chicken fights, and 
before evening was over he bad seen enough 
to satisfy any ordinary lover of the sport. Of 
the various pits which arein operation every 
Saturday night during the fall and winter he 
chose. two in the northern side of town, 
and through the influence of a friend or 
two on the inside, was admitted. In 
both of these pite, which were 
located in the celiars of well-known saloons 
in the neighborhood, all the big handlers 
with the exception perhaps of two, were 
either present in person or bad their repre- 
sentatives with their chickens present. There 
were chickens of all shades and scoolors— 


Dominiques, blacks, reds and black reds, 
Pyles, and in fact every kind known 
to the cock-fight¢r. They were regis- 
tered, too, from all parts of the 


city—from North st. Louis, South St. Louis, 


Compton Hill, Cheltenham, Ke Patch, with 
afew from the East Side and from Venice. 
The two pits were constructed on a similar 
pian. The floorsof the cellars were 
COVERED WITH SAWDUST 

in generous quantities. In the center was the 
pit proper—a portion of the floor over which 
an extra allowance of sawdust was scattered, 
and which was surrounded by a 
circular wall probably threep feet 
high. The cocks were kept in sacks placed 
in acorner of the room. In the first place 
visited (the one nearest the center ofthe city) 
was collected a ve mixed blage of 
about fifty sports, which nuuder included the 
handlers themseives, their friends and a 

oodly pumber of casual visitors who had just 

ropped in to ‘‘see the sport. Among the 
latter were three dudes, who wore kid gloves, 
diamonds, piug hats and beaver «vercoats. 
The dudes wore very scared aspects, as 
though they were afraid that the police would 
swoop down upon them at any moment, and 
indeed, they were warranted in their fears, 
for the fighting was done almost openly. 

In this place the crowd was anxiously 
awaiting the arrivai of a celebrated handler. 
who: lives in a suburban district towards the 
west and is noted for his finesse in handling 
chickens with gaffs. 

THE RED WON. 

Towards 9 o’clock, however, the crowd 
grew im atient with waiting, and proposed to 
indulge in alittle amusement by way of Au- 
ng up the interim. A gentleman from ‘‘The 
Patch’’ proceeded to open a huge sack, from 
which a cock-a-doodle-doo had been persist- 
ently iseuing all the evening. 

He placed his hand inside the sack 
and drew from the i 
splendid looking little rooster 
fairly bristled with gameness. Taking it be- 
tween bis hands he placed its bill in his 
mouth, blew into it a bit and then tossed it 
into the pit. 

The chicken shook himself, fe a hasty 
hance — the surroundings and then piped a 
shrill call. 

There's a bird, cried he, ‘‘I’ll Aight for a 


tenner. 
The crowd gathered eagerly around the pit 
and waited for some one to take up the gaunt- 


let. 

This was done in short order by a man from

RELICS OF LORD NELSON. 


The Woman He Loved, Her Picture and His 
Last Letter to Her. 


[Written for the SUNDAY PosT-D1sPaTcu. | 

The current number of the Century magazine 
contains twenty-four hitherto unpublished 
letters from Lord Nelson to Sir Thomas Trow- 
bridge. These letters embrace the period be- 
tween the beginning of March, 1801, and the 
end of May the same year, dealing exclusively 
with the naval operations in the Baltic which 
led to the breaking up of what is known as 
„the armed neutrality.’’ They are more in- 
teresting than important, for no new facts of 


consequence are developed and no new light 
thrown upon historical events which have al- 
ready been sufficiently described and dis- 
cussed. Nor can it be said that we gain from 
them any new views of the character of 

THE GREAT SAILOR. 

Nelson reveais himself in this confidential 
correspondence with an intimate friend, as he 
does in all other correspondence, public or 

ivate, which has bren thus far published. 

6 is frank to a fault; jealous of bis honor and 
his fame, butof nothing else; supremely con- 
fident in himseif professionally, but more than 
willing to award full credit to others; intense- 
ly patriotic, and hating hie country's enemies 
with a fervor which is almostamusing in these 
days; and, for the rest; wuarm-heartea, 
impuisive, impetuous and utterly incapable 
alike of falsehood and of fear. The 
letters are accompanied by two portraits of 
Nelson: one after the original by Abbctt, now 
in the National Portrait Gallery, London; the 
other, in the same collection, painted by 
Heinrich Fuger in Vienna—both done about 
1800. They are quite unlike, but that of the 
English artististhe most trustworthy, if we 
may judge by comparison with the standard 
pictures. Neison is represented without head 
covering, and with white hair; but the white- 
ness isthe effect of powder, then generally 
His hair—as shown by the queue pre- 
served at Greenwich—was the color now 
kuown as Titian red, with no grayin it.

MERICANS hold 

Thanksgiving Day in 

as great reverence as 

the Fourth of July. It 

is the most distinct- 

ively American holi- 

day celebrated in the 

course of the year, and 

one whose general ob- 

“4 servance has steadily 

increased until at the 

present time it is re- 

garded as a season of 

festivity from the At- 

lantic to the Pacific, 

and from the great 

lakes to the Gulf of 

Mexico. But of the 

50,000,000 people who 

honor the day, a very small percentage indeed 
are acquainted with its origin. 

Thanksgiving Day is by far the oldest Amer- 

loan feast, dating back to the early settlement 


ot Massachusetts by the band of Pilgrims who 


landed on Plymouth Rock from the Mayflower 
in the year 1620. The winter that followed was 
one characterized by unusual severity, and 
the ensuing spring was late and inclement. The 
scanty supplies brought by the adventurous 
settiers from the Old World were soon almost 
entirely exhausted, the pioneers, as yet un- 
skilled in woodcraft, met with little success in 
hunting, and to the sufferings caused by im- 
perfect sbelter and bitter cold were added 
those consequent to poor and scanty food. A 
little maize was obtained from the Indians, 
and as the winter advanced and spring ap- 
proached the diet of the settlers was confined 
to Indian corn and a precarious supply 
of fish obtained from the waters of 
Massachusetts Bay. At the beginning of 
April, 1621, the inhabitants of Plymouth were 
in a particularly destitute condition. The al- 
lowance of corn, already scanty enough, had 
been cut down one-half, the fishermen had 
met with poor success, the hunters had re- 
turned empty-handed, and the outlook for 
the future was, most gloomy. 
| THE FIRST THANKSGIVING FEAST. 

Early one morning an Indian runner made 
his appearance in the main street of the new 
town, bearing word to Gov. Edward Bradford 
that his friend and ally, Massasoft, at the head 
ninety men, was close behind, and intended 
paying hima visit. This news placed the 
Governor in a position of no little embarrass- 
ment, as from his scanty store he had no 
means of properly entertaining an ally on 
whose friendshipso much depended.

Before the year 1635 the last 
Thursday in November became by prescrip- 
tion the fixed date of thankewiving and this 
was ever since been adbered to. 
SPREAD OF ITS OBSERVANCE. 

Originally a strictly Puritan holiday, the 
observance of Thanksgivin Day spread 
slowly, and was confined to those States in 
which the New England element was strong 
until well into the present century. Connect- 
icut was the first colony to follow the exam- 
ple of Massachusetts in formally setting aside 
the last Thursday in November as a day of 
thankegivin and prayer, andthe other New 
England States soon adopted the feast, which 
long remained an almost exclusively New 
Engiand holiday. After the termination of the 
revolutionary war the observance of the day 
spread throuvh the middle States, and from 

ere to the slave States, these being the last 
to recognize it by official proclamation. By 
the year 1840 it had become an annual custom 
for the Governor of each State to issue a 
Thanksgiving r but it was not 
until the year thatthe holiday received 
national recognition. In that year Pres- 
dent Lincoln issued the first Thanksgiving 
proclamation from Washington, and bis ex- 
ample has been followed by all his successors, 
During the war and for some years aiter-: 
wards the Gubernatorial proclamations were 
suspended in the seceding States, Thanksgiv:- 
— being considered as a Tankee holiday, 
but the practice has since been resumed and 
now is universal throughout the Union. The 
day is still observed with more honor in its 
New England home than in any other quarter 
and remains the great festival of the year, 
casting Christmas distinctly into the shade. 

THE THANKSGIVING TURKEY. 

Although many are unacguuinted with the 
origin of the day, the charucter of the thanks- 
giving dinner still indicates the source from 
which the feast arove. rough all changes 
of time end piace the turkey has retained its 
position as the chief feuture of the feast, as 
much so as when this bird, at that time a rare 
delicacy, smoked at the head of Gov. Brad- 
ford’s table, around which sat the stern Puri- 
tans and the painted wurriors of the forest.

A Bad Break in Wheat — Fairbanks the 
Chief Long—Too Much Corn and It

HICAGO, November 
2%.—It begins to look 
as though the wheat 
deal had been load- 
ed upon the should- 

. ers of N. K. Fair- 
bank. While the 
distinguished cot- 
ton-seed oll king 
and lard maker was 
in New York the 
first of the week he 
was induced to sell 
out his wheat. On 
his return to Chica- 
go he proceeded to buy it back again at lower 
prices. His purchases occurring simultane- 
ously with the covering of considerable lines 
of short wheat gave to the market a deceptive 
appearance of strength. This led Fairbank to 
buy alot more, and caused a recovery of four 
cents from the inside range touched on the 
break. With the shorts covered and Fairbank 
and his following loaded up with all the wheat 
they cared to carry, the market was left 
waterlogged and unsupported. The result 
has been that for three days the market has 
been working down. To-day it broke sharply 
2to 2% cents and closes within a fraction of 
the inside prices and 15 cents down from the 
boom prices that ruled about the first of 
October and on the second boom three or four 
weeks ago. This ought to be a big enough 


shrinkage to induce fresh buying by the in- 


vestment classes, but it has not yet done so 
to any great extent. To be sure, there has 
been an infusion of new blood, but nothing 
like a great popular movement. The trouble 
is that the situation is congested. There are 


great unmanageable stocks of flour pressing 
on the market and — — that branch of 
the trade, while the curtailment in production 
fmm yo nae by rapid accumulation 
of visible stocks. At the same time very 
littie wheat is going out of the country. 
lt Is true that America is not 
going to nave very much wheat to export, but 
the fact that the foreigners would not take 
the grain at present prices any way, tend to 
generate doubt in the mind of the trade, 
which is just now confronted with more wheat. 
and flour than can be comfortably taken care 
of. Even among the firmest lievers in 
future high prices the opinion is very gener - 
ally entertained that values must settle 
farther before a real solid foundation will be 
laid tor the next grand advance. This good 
time may be expected to arrive when visibie 
stocks cease increasing, when the idle, milis 
will get to running again to supply an actual 
demand, and when wheat gets down to an 
export basis and is in active demand for for- 
eign account. The market bereabouts is 
pointing very hard toward the dollar market 
on the back track. Whenit gets there, if it 
does, the old buli party will rally for anotner 
assault. Bearish influences are certainly in 
control at this juncture, not only here but in 
other markets. Eveninthe Northwest at 
weekness is apparent, and No. 2 Northern 
sold to-day as iow as $1 a bush- 
e).

When the penitentiary was built Alton was 
a Village of a few log houses and Warden Den- 
ton, having to depend entirely upon himself 
and a few brave guards to take charge of a 
mumber of the worst border desperadoes, was 
forced to resort to desperate means to keep 
them in subjection and at work. The dun 
geon, black as the Black Hole of Calcutta;

itself, were the punishments for the slightest 
signs of insubordination. In case of attempted 
escape, one short call to halt and then came 
the ring of the death-dealing musket.

The girl’s eyes sparkied with delight. Oh! 
I'd like it ever so much, she exclaimed. ‘‘I 
hear they pay big wages on the stage.’’ 

Well, my dear. rejoined the journalist, 
with a smile of benevolence, I think we can 
fix it for you. Now, you come here to-morrow 
morning at lo o0’clock and bring your mother 
with you—you can leave those clotbes here, 
they’ll de ali right, and then we'll see about 
getting you an engagement.“

The Case of Carl Schall, Now at the Alexian 
Brothers’ Hospital—He Does Not 
the Taste of Food—An Accident te His 
Throat Causes a Structure That 
Swallowing. , 


Freaks of physiology are not uncommon, 
but itis seldom that the medical enthusiast 
with various alphabetical distinctions ap- 
pended to his name is offered such a treat as 
is afforded in the person of Carl Schall, the 
youth whose likeness is given below.

CARL SCHALL 
is a German who has no relatives in this coun- 
try, and whois about 20 years of e. Four 
months before his admission to the N. Wayne 
City Hospital, while yet in Germany, he 
swallowe during a drunken spree some 
‘*brownish-looking fluid’’ which ‘‘burned his 
throat at the time. It ig thought that 
the fluid may have been sulphurie acid, 
but this has not been definitely 
ascertained. He experienced a gradually in- 
creasing difficulty in swallowing, and entered 
the hospital on the date alrendy mentioned, 
September9, 1887. An examination by his 
hysicians, Cari Proegler and Howard MoCul- 
ough, revealed the existence of an organic 
stricture of the m@sophagus, rendering the 
channel tortuous and admitting of the passage 
of no instrument other than that known 
phvsicians as an elastic urethral bougie. 
eated efforts pass olive and 
vory-tipped whalebone bougies 
even with tips of smaller 
ameter than the elastic bougie passed. Deg- 
lutition of liquids and semi-fluids only was 
possible, but exceedingly siow and difficult. 
Regurgitation often occurred,and attempts 
to ewallow were accompanied by severe fits of 
coughing. Notwithstanding the repeated 
passage of bougies, the stricture grew tighter, 
deglutition even of fluids became almost im- 
possible, the patient lost strength and weight,

The Selection of December 25 as the Day 
for the Celebration of the Festival— 
Heathen Kites Adopted—The Influence of 
Northern Mythology—Christmas Greens 
and Their Meanings.

taken by the contending parties, led 
to the commemoration of the 
pirth of Christ by the former, as 
a method of expressing their belief that 
Christ, not only in bis life, but in bis birth, 
occupied a position distinctly different from 
thatof any of the saints recognized by the 


church.

ORIGIN OF CHRISTMAS CUSTOMS. 

The nameof the presiding genius of the day, 
Santa Claus, is also simply a corruption of the 
German appellation of St. Nicholas—Saint 
Nicklaus, Thesileixh and reindeer popularly 
ascribed to ulm by tradition betoken his 
northern origin, and around the head of the 
Christian saint is woven the holiy 
and the mistletoe sacred to the heathen 
gods. The custom of giving pres 
ents on Christmas mg is of mixed 
Latin aud German origin. his custom was a 
feature of the ceremonies in bonor of the 
feast of God, and in Germany was practiced at 
the feast of Rupruht, ite observance being 
afterwards transferred to Christmas. The 
Christmas belis were also a feature of the 
heathen Yule celebrations, and the wassail 
bowl, formerly an inseparable concomitant of 
Christmas festivities, and not yet entirely 
abandoned, is of pure beathen origin. 
The wassuil bowl was brought into the 
feasting hall and the sign of the hammer of 
Thor made over it. The giverof the feast 
then pronounced the worde Was hau, his 
guests answering drink hall.“ The first 
great step toward the conversion of Norway 
to Christianity was made at a Yuletide feast 
held by Olaf Tzyguvason, the hero King, who 
held the ocrosshiit of his sword over the 

reat wasesail bowl and aired all 

ie assembled vassals to swear in future 
to honor the cross of Ohrist and 
notthe hammer of Thor, the singers, who 
under the name of waits in England and in 
certain parte of this country, go from house 
to house during the Ubristmas season, are the 
representatives of the harpers who lived at 
free quarters Curing the Yule festivities. In 
fact, the religious observances alone excepted, 
the modern Christmas as celebrated among 
German and English-speaking people bas a 
much stronger vor of heathenism than of 
Christianity. 


CHRISTMAS IN 8ST. LOUIS. 

In no city in the e untry is Christmas more 
— celebrated than in St. Louis. The 

uritan influence, which inthe New England 
States bas relegated the 25th of December to a 
position — gee inferior to that ot Thanke- 
xiving, has had little or no effect; the large 
German population has preserved many of the 
customs characteristic of the Fatherland, 
whiie the French Oatbolic influence has been 
prey’ A feit in causing the general observance 
of the day,condemned as a Popish feast by the 
early settlers of the Northwestern States, and 
therefore possibly more honored by the mem 
bers of the Catholic Church than would have 
been the case under ordinary circumstances. 
Few families are without the Christmas tree, 
and the number brought to the market bears a 
very large proportion tothe population. Fally 
25.000 eVerureens are annually cut down and 
sent to St. Louts, from which point they are 
1 throughout Missouri and Southern 

nois. 


‘WHERE DECORATIONS COME FROM. 
There are two gehen from which the sup- 
ply 1 plentifulily drawn, the Ozark Moun- 
9 ns, and the swamps ip the vicinity of New 
adrid, although every wood within reach 
contributes its quota. The swamp trees are 
preferred tothose cuton the mountains, as 
they, are as a rule, richer in foliage and more 
thickly set with branches. Probsably from 
12,000 to 15,000 trees, vermg fom six to ten 
feet in heighth, will be rought to St. 
Louis over the Iron Mountain Road 
during the next five weeks. The ordinary 
evergreen is the general favorite, aithough 
some prefer the less thickly folisged cedars 
and fire of the monntain region. A large traf- 
ficin these trees ists between St. Louis and 
the Western prairie States, many thousands 
being shipped to Nebraska, Northern Texas 
and especially Kansas, tue moutain States fur- 
nishing their own supply. Another article in 
which there is always a great trade just be- 
fore Christmas is the small colored 
candles used for lighting the Christ- 
mas tree. Fuil 250,000 of these candles 
must be sold in this one during the two werke 
8 Christmas, allowing bat ten candles 
a tree, a percentage which is probably con- 
siderably exceeded. There is no question that 
more wax is burned in this city on Christmas 
day than during any month in the year. The 
sale of spangles, stars and pendants to set off 
the trees is also very large, and it is probable 
that $60,000 would not be sufficient to meet the 
expenditures of the citizens for these three ar- 
ticles alone. All the markete will be filled with 
evergreens for a week before Christmas, the 
roceries and neral supply shops ca a 
scores of coun men drive

CHARACTERISTIC FFATURES OF THIS 


GREAT COLLEGIATE SPORT. 


Popular Explanation of Rules and Practices 
in Vogue That Makes Any Game Intel- 
ligible—The Positions of Players and the 
Rules Governing Them—aAll the Require- 
ments of the Game. 


QOT BALL as now 
played by the Ameri- 
can colleges is a 
game that arouses 
the enthusiasm of 
the spectator to a 
higher pitch of ex- 
citement than any 
other sport, apd 
there is no game 
where the require- 
ments of the partici- 
pant are greater or 
more diversified. 
The elements 80 es- 
sential to the success 
of the runner or ten- 
nis player are far 
different from those demanded by the oars- 
man or wrestler, but the foot bali player 
needs them all, and in no athletic contest can 
the display of pluck, strength, endurance, 
agilityand quick judgment be seen to better 
advantage. 

The best player ls not necessarily he who 
makes the longest runs or kicks, but the one 
combining good, hard individual play with 
team work, and is always willing to let the 
man makea brilliant play whose chances are 
the best. 


A Feature. 

The training to thoroughly fit one’s self for 
a match game is as arduous a it is for a boat 
race; in addition to the dally practice a run of 
two or three miles is necessary for the wind; 
smoking, drinking, pastry and rich food must 
be given up, and plenty of sleep taken. Five 
minutes of brisk work will cause the player 
who enters a game in poor condition to make 
many good resolves for the future. In the East 
foot-ball is as thoroughly understood as base 
ball, and the great social and athietic event of 
the year is the game played at the Polo 
Grounds on Thanksgiving Day between the 
two leading college teams in their final strug- 
gle for the championship. .

CYCLING THROUGH EUROPE, 


Interesting Incidents of the Journey From 
Lyons to Genoa. 
Special Correspondence of SUNDAY POSsT-DIsPaTon. 
GENOA, Italy, November 1. 

HE day after I left 
Lyons it did not rain as 
it has for the ten days 
since leaving Paris. I 
was surprised to find 
the roads so fine. They 
are simply perfect and

A Singular Spectacle on the Pittsburg Stage 
When Warde Piayed Virginius.

From the Pittsburg Comm 8 
The Opera-house presented a decided 
novelty last evening to those who were for- 
tunate enough to be there during the earlier 
portion of the programme. Mr. Frederick 
Warde was to present that grand old tragedy 
‘*Virginius.’’ Somehow the baggage of the 
company failed to arrive at the theater in time. 
At 8:30 Mr. Warde appeared before the cur- 


tain and stated that the baggage would not be 
on hand for a little while, and if there was no 
objection the first three acts of the play would 
be presented withowt the ald of Roman togas. 
This he knew would be trying to the audience, 
but it would certainly be more 80 to the actors. 
Still, rather than have a tedious wait it could 
be done. The audience did not dissent, the 
curtain rose and then followed the strangest 
presentation of the old Roman play ever wit- 
nessed in this country. 

Iciliuas appeared in a two-button cutaway 
and a striped pair of trousers, with hair parted 
in the middle and a B. P. O. Elks’ pin in his 
necktie. 

Virginia (Adele Belgarde) was in aneat fit- 
ting street dress, which is evidently Intended 
for duty between the botel and stage door. 
Her hair was combed back, and a nice little 
Psyche knot, together with a comely face and 
pretty figure, made Virginia a welcome sight, 
even without the clinging robe of a Roman 
maiden. 

Caius Claudius has a rather good tailor, 
only the pants are a little short, and when he 
vowed eternal friendsbipfor his villainous 
friend Appius his coat sieeves flew up to a de- 
gree that left a yawning chasm between his 
shirt sleeve and the cut, which made a heroic 
attempt to cling fast. 

Dentatus was all right. It required a little 
stretch to imagine the gray bairs that Appius 
talked about, but as Appius said that was ail 
that saved Dentatus, and asthe latter didn’t 
file a protest or make a single kick, the audi- 
ence decided to let it go at that. 

When Mr. Warde strode lu as Virginius ina 
nice Prince Albert coat and hair of chestnut 
brown, a little scant on top, his greeting was 
just as warm as if he had been an inch thick 
with grease paint, and his visage all — SP 
with pure modern Virginius wrinkles. e 
never blanched, but went at his work with 
great fervor, really remarkable under tne cir- 
caomstances. So earnest was he that every dis- 

ition to guy was suppressed, and he 

eld the closest attention. 

The audience didn’t laugh even when Vu- 
mitorius rushed in with a nice little red rose 
in his button-hole and a pair of trousers that 
were evidently not on speaking term with his 
shoe-tops. Mr. e was determined the 
audience shouldn’t have too violenta stretch 
of the imagination If he could —5 * it. On hie 
second entrance it was apparent he had made 
a discovery. inthe recesses of the property 
room he had found a Roman shield. He 
strode in triumphantly waving the shield and 
clung to it like a shipwrecked sailor to a 
plank. True, it was old and battered, but a 
veteran warrior’s shield ig supposed to have 
seen service, and aside from the Roman nose 
of Marcus it was the one link that connected 
this modern dressed Virginius with the play 
that Sheridan Knowles created, 

Servia was a kind, matroniy looking lady, 
as Servia should be, and the absence of the 
toga did not destroy the lllusion. Of course 
the audience could find a pleasant study for 
the eye in the variety of costumes. Sack 
coats, excursion trousers, Piccadilly collars 
and patent-leather pumps were visible, but 
the costumes were as nothing to the make-up 
of the heir of the Roman Decemvirs and war- 
riors—hair banged, hair black and hair white, 
in some instances very little bairatall. But 
the company, despite these little incidents, 
allbore themselves bravely and gave con- 
scientious rendering to every line. 

However, something was amiss. At first 
this wasn't apparent, but as the play pro- 
gressed it was noticed the audience seemed 
to hunger. The noble Roman army was 
not there. The super captain had 
been busy for several — * marshaling 
the army from the Point, from the South Bide 
and from Limerick. oman Lictors and 
Roman citizens were on hand promptly, but 
when Mr. Warde surveyed the motiey gan 
creating bedlam inthe super-room he sighe 
and said: 

»I can stand actors doing the 2 in 
nineteenth century garb, but I can’t thrust 
this onan audience already much afflicted. 
We willnot haveany Lictors or Decemvirs 
this eve, and the noble band, that looked 
like a Fifth Ward Cleveland Club the day after 
election, was mustered out ofservice. That 
is, allsave one, and when Appius Olaudius ex- 
claimed: ‘‘Will you listen to this, my 
Lictors!’’ the one noble Lictor who had not 
lost his usual yocation owing to the non-ar-
